A valuable member 
is one who pays his dues promptly, 
secures new members, attends all com- 
mittee meetings that he is privileged 
to attend and all general meetings, 
and one who turns in appraisals and 
operates his business strictly with the 
rates rules and customs. 

“T recommend that every firm mein- 
ber be placed upon the appraisal com- 
mittee and be given assignments in 


appraising during the year to equalize | 


this work among the firm members 
as much as’ possible.

Plant expansion projects azgregat- 
ing $18.250.000 were either completed 
or commenced during 1927 by the 
Oakland .Jotor Car company. 

As a result of this expansion, the 
company soon will have a manufac- 
turing capacity of 1.800 automobiles 
each nine-hour day, or one unit every 
18 seconds. The production capacity 
will be 1.080 Pontiac Siaes and 72 
Oakland Sixes. 

A major portion of the company's 
expansion is represented by the model 
factory group completed early in 1927 
at a cost of $12,000,000 for the ex- 
clusive manufacture of the Pontiac 
Six. This project was the Jargest 
single industrial: construction contract 
awarded in the United States during 
the preceding year and is said to be 
the largest single automotive project 
ever conipleted at one time. The plant 
was in full operation 60 days after its 
completion. 7 = 

The manufacturing economies effert- 
ed in the ultra-modern Pontiac Six 
plant so reduced the cost of building 
the car that on July 15, 1927, after 
the new factory had been operating 
only four months the company was 
able to announce a price reduction of 
S30 to S450 on its various models 
the Pontiac Nix. 

Third Assembly Line. 

The plans of the Pontiac Six assem- 
bivy building were so drawn as ¢o leave 
space and the necessary floor inden- 
tations and supports for a third as- 
sembly Jine tn supplement the 
original assembly lines.

In view of the fact that the 1928 
automobile market promises to 
the largest the industry has ever wit- 
nessed, it is interesting to speculate 
on the factors that will determine the 
success of individual cars and com- 
panies. 

Two otf several reasons for a prob- 
able expansion in the automobile mar- 


try. is generally prosperous, and sec- 
ond, that the market in 1927 was 
smaller than might reasonably have 
heen expected, because one of the 
largest producers was out of the field 
tor the year. 

As a result of the delay in buying 
in 1927, there should be a correspond- 
ing additional impetus given to auto- 
mobiles sales this vear. Figures in- 
dicate that the 1927 market was ap- 
proximately 500,000 cars below. nor- 
mal expectancy. This being the case, 
theoretically at least, this vear'’s mar- 
ket should be at least one half million 
ears greater than what would normally 
be projected for the vear. 

After satisfying ourselves that the 
prediction of a large market is sound, 
the next matter of interest is to con- 
sider the amount of business the va- 
rious types of cars will do in the 
1928 market.

Atlanta To Get Glimpea of New Star at Show 


There were 23,579,002 motor ve- 
hicles registered in the United States 
during 1927. This is according to the 
figures just released by the B. F. 
Goodrich Rubber company s statisti“ 
cians, who haye compiled their records 
from January 1 totals computed by 
the registrars of each state. “ 

Motor vehicle production for 192% 
is estimated at 3,530,000, indicating 
a heavy replacement business. This 
figure, added to the registration fig- 
ures for 1926, gives a total of 25,- 
803.643. Since 1927 registration re- 
turns show only 23,579,002 motor ve- 
hicles in use, the difference, or 2,- 
294 641, would indicate the number of 
motor cars scrapped or discarded. Re- 


over 1926. Maine was second with a 
loss of 5.8 per cent. 

The District of Columbia made the 
highest gain of any state with 17.5 
per cent to the percentage of increase 
obtained in 1926. New York, Mary- | 
land and New Hampshire ezch showed | 
the same per cent of increase in 1927 
as was shown in 1026.

An unusually long cord on a cone 
speaker has many advantages that are 
at first not apparent.

in a living room, either because of its

or because of the impossibility of 
bringing antenna and ground wires to 
the location. As a rule, the receiver 
‘must be placed where antenna and 
‘ground wires can he easily brought 
into the room, whereas the loud speak- 
er is not dependent upon these Limita-

Thus, a loud speaker that can be 
easily moved to whatever position pro- 
duces the best entertainment is to be

There is the false resignation to 
suffering. 

There is the type of religion which 
concerns itself only with salvation in 
the final sense. 

It says that things may be all awry 
in this present worid. You may suft- 
fer injustice. The good things of life 
may be most inequitably distributed. 
All this is due to the tnscrutable provi- 
dence of God. But never mind; 
above all, do not meddle with the 
problem. It will all come right in 
another world. It you can’t have a 
piano on earth, you. can have a harp 
In heaven. Endure for a while with 
pious resignation. The discipline ts 
good tor your soul here, and you will 
get justice and your reward beyond. 
But this answer no longer Satisfies. 
Justice can no longer be postponed to 
another world. The demand is for 
justice here and now. 

The suffering from injustice and in- 
humanity must no longer be con- 
Strued as the divine chastening for the 
discipline of the sou’. 

The promise of heaven is not to be 
used as an opiate to deaden the pain 
that ought not tor be. 

The gospel was never intended as 
a “dope” to quiet the pangs of pain, 
when the cause should be removed. 

Salvation is not salvation merely 
into heaven. It is present. It is 
moral and ethical. It is to be inter- 
preted in terms of justice, mercy and 
love. 

We have no kind of moral right to 
he resigned to the ‘Social wrongs and 
the oppression of the. weak. It is our 


business to help remove the unneces- 
Sary Suffering of life. ! 

It is a false interpretation of life 
and blasphemy against God to say 
that it is His will. We are to wage a 
truceless warfare against injustice and 
inhumanity which are the prolific 
sources of so much of.the woe of the 
world. 

There will be enough inevitable suf- 
fering left to which we may wisely 
adjust ourselves. 

Religion and revivals of religion 
were never intended for resignation 
results. 

There are high-ups who are very 
much concerned that the low-downs 
get religion with the hope that the 
low-downs wiil be more contented 
with their lot. 

' The slogan familiar in soviet Rus- 
Sia 1s -‘‘Religion is the opiate of the 
people.” 

Under the old regime, the church 
was a faithtul ally of the cruel au- 
tocracy ot the state. The priests were 
the partisans of the policies of the 
government, and even betrayed to the 
authoritres political secrets which they 
learned at the contessional. The 
church kept the people in ignorance. 
In addition to a very elementary edu- 
cation, the peasants were only sup- 
posed to know the prayer book and 
psalm singing. The admonition of 
the priests was to the effect that they 
should bear with submission the hard 
lot of earth, siice an endless eternity 
of happiness awaited the faithful. 

We have had no lack of condemna- 
tion of bolshevism and little criticism 
of Russia where before the revolution 
State and church combined to crush 
the common people. Yet the Russia 
of the red revolution was but the logi- 
cal extreme which resulted from op- 
pression. and tyranny. The. sSelfish- 
ness of the privileged creates or at 


least immensely increases the peril of 
the proletariat. According to the late 
Bishop C. D. Williams the privileced 
group says: “Let the church take 
care of the souls of men and we will 
take care of their bodies.” But even 
with this proposed division of tunc- 
tion they do not sufficiently care tor 
the bodies of men.

There are two contrasted criticisms 
of the church. There is the criticism 
that réligion is an opiate, a charge too 
often justifiable. The other criticism 
directed against the Federal Council of 
Churches and the social creed of the 
churches is that the church does not 
Stick to the gospel of a strict individ- 
ualism.

It was a “‘love triangle”’ and it took 
place in Hollywood, where so many 
melodramas of this sort are fashioned 
for the screen. 

Miss Mackaye and _ Kelly 
known each other for years. 
all accounts, the 
friendship developed 
until it became intol- 
erable to Raymond, 
the woman’s _ hus- 
band. The climax 
came when the two 
men engaged. in a 
fight in. which the 
comedian, a much 
older man, was fa- 
tally beaten. 

According to the 
police, Miss Mackaye 
conspired with a 
physician to conceal 
the cause of her hus- 
band’s death. It was 
for this she went to 
prison. The physi- 
cian went free. 

A native of Scot- 
land, Dorothy Mack-_ 
aye came to _ the 
United States as a 
child. She appeared 
in a great many stage successes, in- 
cluding one of the “‘Peg O’ My Heart”’ 
companies, ‘Fair and Warmer,”’ 
“The Very Idea,’’ and other musical 
shows. She scored her biggest hit in 
‘Rose Marie.”’ 

One day in December, 1925, while 
Miss Mackaye was singing her role in 
“The Song of the Flame,” in Wil- 
mington, Del., the roof of the theater 
caved in, injuring twelve members of 
the cast. The pretty star continued 
to sing and so quelled an incipient 
panic. 

She married Raymond, by her own 
account, in 1921, and bore hima 
daughter, She was his 
ond wite.

We- have Kel- 
ly’s story, we 
have Miss Mack- 
aye’s story, and 
we have the 
story of the 
Raymonds’ colored maid who wit- 
nessed the fight. But unfortunately 
we have not the story: of the chief 
victim of the tragedy. 

The comedian died 
at the Queen of An- 
gels hospital, Holly- 
wood, early on the 
morning of April 19, 
'e27, and Dr. W. J. 
Sullivan, who had 
attended the actor, 
signed a death cer- 
tificate stating that 
Raymond had died 
of natural causes, 
nephritic coma and 
Bright’s disease. In 
other words, he had 
died of kidney trou- 
ble. 

The hospital au- 
thorities, however, 
had suspicions about 
the cause of death. 
To them it appeared 
that Raymond had 
been badly beaten 
up. They decided it 
was a case for the coroner.

“Ill be right over,’’ returned Kelly. 

When he arrived at the Raymond 
home he told the maid to ask Ray- 
mond to come out, he said. Raymond 
refused to do so, he said, and told the 
maid to send Kelly in. They sat down 
together on a divan. Kelly asked him 
what he meant by talking about him. 
Raymond accused him of caring for 
Miss Mackaye and ‘‘one word led to 
another.” 

‘‘! slapped him several times,’”’ said 
Kelly. ‘I then got up and went into 
the kitchenfo get a cigarette from the 
maid. A¥mond followed me and as 
he nedfed the kitchen door, he 
screamed, ‘I’ll get vou, you’ I was 
blind with rage and I hit him several 
times.” 

He denied that he had used any 
weapon. He said Raymond was rais- 


ing himself from the floor when he, 
Kelly, left the house. 

The trouble between him and Ray- 
mond had existed for several months, 
he said. Two months before Ray- 
mond had ordered him out of the 
house. Kelly told him he knew what 
the trouble with him was—Raymond 
thought he was in love with Dorothy. 

“You're exactly right,’”’ said Ray- 
mond. 

Kelly admitted that Raymond had 
told him he did not want to fight. 

“He said he had just spent twenty- 
four hours on a train, that he had 
been drinking a lot, and that he was 
in no condition to fight,’’ said Kelly. 
“I told him he was yellow, and that 
he was only saying that to escape the 
thrashing I intended giving him.” 

Miss Mackaye fainted when detec- 
tives came to question her. She said 
She had left home the afternoon of 
the fight “to buy some Easter eggs’’ 
and had not witnessed the quarrel. 

‘Paul was our mutual friend,’’ she 
Said. “It was a clean friendship. I 
don’t know how this thing ever hap- 
pened.”’ | 

But concerning that, more remains 
to be told. 

The county surgeon listed Ray- 
mond’s injuries as ‘‘one fractured rib, 
One cracked rib, two contusions on 
the forehead, damaged left eye, bruis- 
ed right shoulder, bruised left fore- 
arm, bruised shins and bruised chest, 
injury to the brain from pressure due 
to severe hemorrhage which covered 
the right portion of the brain.” 

He gave the cause of death as “‘hy- 
postatic pneumonia following exten- 
sive subdural hemorrhage on right 
Side of brain, contributory cause 
acute alcoholism.’”’ 

Naturally the case attracted coun- 
try-wide attention. The principals 
were well known in both the motion 
and legitimate stage worlds and their 
friends and neighbors numbered many 
leading actors and actresses. News- 
paperS seized upon the story—here 
apparently was another Hollywood 
scandal. 

The grand jury held a hearing the 
day after Kelly was arrested, with the 
auburn-haired Miss Mackaye playing 
the central role. She collapsed four 
times in the course of the day. 

Changed Her Mind. 

Before the hearing she insisted that 
she would not go before the jury to 
incriminate, Kelly and herself. But 
she changed her mind in the course of 
the forenoon. 

And when she went on the stand, 
she admitted that she had been in 
Kelly’s apartment on the afternoon of 
the 16th. 

Her story about going out to buy 
Easter eggs had been false, she ad- 
mitted. She had been in Kelly’s 
apartment when he telephoned her 
husband. She admitted that her as- 
sociation with the young actor had

HAT is this modern art about which people 
talk so much? Many of us think it is a little 
mad, and still more think it is at least false. 

The good, old-fashioned artists, we say, painted things 
so that they could be recognized. The newer schools 
give us strange fantasies in which only fe painter 
himself can recognize reality. Most ot us vho dislike 
modern art insist that these men don’t know how to 
paint. We imagine strange backgrounds for all of 
them. They must have been queer peop’e to get into 
this mental condition. 

The modern arfist is no queerer than @1y other at 
any other time. He insists that his work is based on 
sound principles. Whether or not you ug ee that the 
principles are sound, they are certainly simple. Here 
they are: 

Some object outside of us strikes the artist’s eye, and 
Suggests to his soul a vision of beauty. He tries to 
paint something which will make us also s42 that vision. 

But why not paint what he saw? [ur the simple 
reason, he replies, that we have seen if, too, and vet 
we did not get his vision from it. Ht™ust so re- 
arrange the original object, or even izvent new de- 
Signs, that we cannot miss the vision he saw. That is 
the whole theory. 

But there is such a thing as tresh vision. When you 
and I look at the picture of a tree, we judge it not 
only by the trees we have seen, but by all the other 
pictures of trees. Ia ancient times men did not Know 
how to draw the human eye in profile, so they stuck 
it on sideways, as though it were full face. The art 
lover of that period, so far as we can guess, was not 
troubled by this failure to see accurately. No doubt, 
the first painter who happened to notice how the eye 
in profile really loeks was severely criticized for nis 
modernistic tendencies. Granted an ndequate equip- 
ment in drawing, pairing and carving, the artist has 
an advantage who approaches his subtect with an eye 
not too greatly prejudiced’ by the work of former men. 
Here is a two-sided pr: blem no longe* } ecognized among 
artists. We want to cnow all thai 1ie masters have 


done, vet we must Keep our own vision free. The lucky 
men who can be at once scholarly in their art and 
clear. in their sight usually pay the penalty, for a time 
at least, by being damned as ultra-modern. 


Here are three artists of different backgrounds. All 
are scholars, all have freshness of vision, and therefore 
all are called modern. Different as their backgrounds 
are, they seem typically American, and, different as 
their work is, it is interesting to see how closely their 
experience conforms to that of any other artist in any 
ace who has been driven by an inner.urge to pursue 
and interpret the beauty of life. 2 

Consider Luigi Lucioni, who paints landscapes, still life 
and portraits. When you look at his pictures perhaps 
you feel that the color tones contrast with each other 
like voices in complex music. He would tell you that 
this pleasure is the meaning of his picture, the vision 
he is trying to convey. If you are aware of this vision, 
why complain that in order to convey it he has exag- 
gerated or altered the exact proportions of what he 
avOKed aly iit transposes character to the canvas in 
his own way—easy to recognize when once we have 
seen it. But we Teel, somehow, that he has got to the 
essentials of the people he has portrayed. 


If you say the modernist in art is a wild man, you 
would be disappointed in Lucioni’s appearance. For 
your definition he would be far too modest, too gentie, 
too courteous. You would be puzzled by his youthful 
admiration for the masters, and by his tacit assump- 
tion that he is doing nothing other than they would 
have done. 


The colorful scenery of the Alps was his btackground. 
He was born in 1900 in the picturesque town of Mal- 
nate, not far from the beautiful and romantic Lake 
Como. His father was a coppersmith, who hammered 
out shining pots and pans and disposed of them for 
a few lire over the counter of his diminutive shop.

Besides his father, his family consisted of his mother 
and three sisters. There were also two uncles who were 
in the bodyguard of the King of Italy, but these dis- 
tinguished men gave him no esthetic encouragement. 
It was the mother and sisters who helped and cheered 
him. At thé age of eight he was able to go to a draw- 
ing school at night, after completing his school. work 
for the next day. Two years before, wher Luigi was 
six, his father had migrated to America, where he had 
been struggling for enough money to bring over the 
family. When Luigi was ten the necessary funds were 
at last gotten together, and with his mother and sSis- 
ters he came to America. 

The family went to Jersey City, where the father 
had found work. Luigi was, of course, unable to speak 
one word of English. They put him in the nearest 
public school, and after two years he entered a draw- 
ing school. 

And until he was thirteen he worked conscientiously 
every night after his day-time studies were finished. 
His task was to copy plaster heads.. So long as he 
didn’t use his brains, he got on nicely, but one day the 
instructor criticized him severely. P 

“What's the idea of copying that cast?” he said. “I 
told you I wanted you to do your last work over again. 
Your perspective was all wrong.” ” 

“But I can’t see it your way,” answered the boy. 

“My way is the correct way. You'll do that over or 
Ii know the reason why.” 

“Well,” said the boy, gathering up his paints and 
brushes, “I have to do it my way, or I can’t do it at all. 
I guess I've finished here anyway.” 

In a boy of thirteen, of course, this was insubordina- 
tion, hut in art sincerity is sometimes bought at the 
price of disobedience. His career as an artist perhaps 
began with that costly first glimpse of his own soul. 

One day he met a man whose friendship completely 
changed the course of his life. It was William Stark- 
weather, teacher of a Sunday class in painting, wno 
invited the young Luigi to study with him. Upto that time 


Luigi’s work had been confined to drawing and etching. 
Now a new vista opened—the loved color. Working with 
it gave him supreme joy. Under the inspiration of Mr. 
Starkweather, his talent developed until, with the en- 
couragement of his*family he secured the opportunity to 
go abroad. In 1925 he went back to Italy. 

From then on his ideas of painting definitely changed. 
He studied the primitives with all the thoroughness of 
the scholar. Telling of this evolution in his conception 
of painting he says: “I felt that the old masters must 
have had a passionate belief in themselves. in their own 
methods, or they couldn't have produced those great 
works of art. It gave me confidence in myself. Where 
I had been timid before, hampered by this person’s or 
that person’s impressions of what I should do—the way 
I should paint—I now gathered strength from my 
studies and branched out from the old academic back- 
ground. I, too, would believe in myself 


“Though I loved the old masters so much, I was 
crazy about the modern masters. Cezanne, Gauguin, 
Renoir. They have the same strength, the same emotion 
as Giotto or Piero della Francesca. They're not afraid, 
either, to say or do anything, if it’s honest —if it’s in 
them. They were all great painters; you can feel it 
in their work —the technique doesn’t matter, it’s the 
soul.” 

When he returned trom his awakening experience 
in Europe he was able to support his first studio, a 
Joft in a barn —the- worst barn you ever saw —in 
New York City. Four vears ago he was one of six 
students at the National Academy to win scholarships 
in the Tiffany Foundation. 

“Every month,” he says, “some artist comes to see 
our work and criticize it. Once Gifford Beal, another 
time Gari Melcners. Boardman Robinson gave mie 
courage. He’s a wonderful man, though of course ‘J 
don't paint like him. I try not to imitate any one.”

heen the cause of the battle. Further- 
more, she admitted that she had talk- 
ed with Raymond about a separation. 

Miss Mackaye said that when she 
went home she found Raymond with 
a black eye and other marks of a 
beating. She said he told her that he 
was feeling all right. The next morn- 
ing he was unconscious. Then she 
summoned Dr. Sullivan, who ordered 
the man taken to the hospital. 

The colored maid testified about 
the fight. She said that when Kelly 
arrived he seemed truculent, anxious 
for a fight. Raymond, she said, told 
him to sit down and they’d talk it 
over. 

‘They went over and sat down on 
the davenport,’”’ the maid said, ‘‘and 
Mr. Raymond said to Kelly, ‘Where 
is my wife?’ Kelly said he didn’t 
know. Mr. Raymond looked him in 
the eye and said, ‘Yes, you do.’ ” 

With that, she said, Kelly struck 
the other man. She said Raymond 
protested that he couldn’t fight him, 
that he was a wreck. But Kelly re- 
torted, ““That’s your alibi!”’ and con- 
tinued ¢o rain blows upon the hus- 
band. A crushing blow to the left 
eye dropped Raymond for the last 
time. 

When the grand jury had heard the 
witnesses they retired and within a 
few minutes returned an indictment of 
first degree murder against the actor. 
Miss Mackaye was still in the Hall of 
Justice when she heard the news. She 
dropped to the stone floor like a 
plummet, striking her head. When 
she regained consciousness she moan- 
ed and wept continually. 

“Clean and Beautiful.”’ 

later at her home she repeated 
that her friendship for Kelly, and his 
for her, had been ‘‘clean and beauti- 
ful.’’ 

“I met Paul when he was a kid ac- 
tor,” she said. “Our friendship was 
so lovely that I didn’t want to give 
him up.” | 

Kelly said proudly; ‘I love Doro- 
thy. 1 always have and I always 
will.”’ 

‘District Attorney Asa Keyes, of 
los Angeles, announced that the pros- 
ecution of Kelly would be based upon 
the commandment, ‘‘Thou shalt not 
covet thy neighbor’s wife.”’ It was 
said that Kelly’s avowal of love had 
led Keyes to ask for a murder indict- 
ment rather than one of manslaugh- 
rey. 

Coroner Nance’s inquest the next 
day, besides fixing Kelly with the re- 
sponsibility for Raymond’s_ death, 
ruled that Miss Mackaye and Dr. Sul- 
livan had tried to conceal facts in con- 
nection. with the death, and that they 
were therefore accessories after the 
fact. Dr. Sullivan had received $500 
tor his services. 

Incidentally, Kelly’s Japanese house- 
boy, Tero Yobu, generally known as 
Jungle, had disappeared. 

The trial opened May 9 before 
Judge Charles Burnell and a jury of 
eight women and four men. Kelly’s 
lawyer was W. I. Gilbert, who had 
been counsel for Aimee Semple Mc- 
Pherson in the evangelist’s fight to 
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escape prison in connection with her 
kidnaping story. Miss Mackaye, ner- 
vous at the steady glances of the 
courtroom throng. sat not far from 
the defendant. Another in the court- 
room was Mrs. Lottie Cedarbloom, 
mother of the dead man. 

The first witness was A. F. Wag- 
ner, county autopsy surgeon, who 


testified that the cause of death had 


been hypostatic pneumonia, which he 
explained as a congestion of blood in 
the lung following a cerebral hemor- 
rhage. He described the hurts suf- 
fered by the victim. 

Emma Lee, the maid, repeated the 
story she told before the grand jury. 
She said Kelly struck the first blow 
and pictured Raymond as_ almost 
helpless before the fury of Kelly’s as- 
saul, 

In Kelly’s Apar:ment. 

Furthermore, she testified that Miss 
Mackaye spent many nights away 
from home while her husband was on 
the road with his musical comedy 
company. On numerous occasions, 
she said, she had located the wife at 
Kelly’s apartment the next morning. 
As long before as the previous Christ- 
mas, she said, Raymond had ordered 
Kellv to stay away from his home. 

Efforts of defense counsel to lead 
the witness into contradictions failed. 

Miss Mackaye was then called to 
the stand. 

She stated that her husband had 
been on the road with his company 
for two weeks prior to April 15, when 
he returned. She said that on the 
{5th she visited Kelly’s home with 
Miss Helen Wilkinson, a friend, and 
others about an hour before her hus- 
band returned home ,and that she vis- 
ited there the following afternoon 
with other peoonle. 

“Did Kelly visit your home while 
vour husband was away on_ the 
road?’”’ asked Assistant State Prosecu- 
tor George Kemp. 

"Yes. 

“Did you visit Kelly’s 
often? ”’ , 

“He often took me home from the 
theater.” | 

Asked what happened after Kelly 
returned from the Raymond home on 
the evening of the fight, she replied, 
“We had a few drinks of gin.”” She 
said Kelly had a few drinks before he 
left. 

The prosecution produced various 
letters and telegrams, said to have 
passed between the defendant and the 
witness, and questioned her about 
them. Miss Mackaye quailed at iden- 
tifying or reading the missives at first 
but after the defense lost its battle to 
exclude them and after she had read 
one or two of the telegrams she be- 
came more composed, even smiling 
amusedly at extracts. 

In some of the messages Kelly call- 
ed her ‘‘my wife.” 

A letter dated March 28 began: 

“Darling Mine: O, I am so terribly 
in love with you—so terribly—I. am 
miserable here without you—lI love 
you—love you—love you.” 

A telegram of March 26 from Miss 
Mackaye to Kelly stated, “Letter ar- 
rived. Arrive Monday by motor. 
Expect visit. Crazy to get- home. 
Our home, love and everything that 
goes with it.” 

Some of her messages were signed 
“S. M. K.”’? which the witnesses ad- 
mitted meant, “Elegant Mrs. Kelly.” 

The state read a telegram f

from 
Raymond to his wife: “You are my 
wife and the mother of my _ baby. 
There is no such thing as a loan. My 
heart is breaking. Dorothy, for God’s 
sake let me know immediately what 
it is all about.’ That was written 
April 3, two weeks before the end. 
Next the prosecution produced 
Jungle, Kellv’s housebov. who testi- 


fied that he had mixed the drinks May 24 and deliberated twenty-four 


served at the defendant’s apartment 
the afternoon and evening of the 
16th. 

He testified that Miss Mackaye had 
spent several nights in Kelly’s apart- 
ment. 

When the state had placed its last 
witness on the stand, Gilbert sum- 
moned Miss Mackaye to the stand and 
asked her one question. The ques- 
tion was, “‘Did you ever spend the 
night with Kelly in his apartment?” 
The answer was, ‘‘No.”’ 

The first defense witness was Dr. 
Sullivan, who asserted he _ believed 
Raymond had died of natural causes. 
He was followed by character wit- 
nesses, James Kirkwood, movie star, 
and Owen Davis, the playwright, who 
stated that Kes!y had an unblemished 
reputation. Thomas Meighan, Lila 
lee, Matt Moore and others were in 
court at the time. 

Finally Kelly himself took the 
Stand. He told the same story al- 
ready related. He said Raymond said 
to him, as soon as they met: 

“Where’s my wife?’’ When Kelly 
Said he didn’t know, the other cried, 
“You ought to know—she’s been liv- 
ing with you.” 

The jury retired at 10 a. m. on 


hours before returning a verdict of 
‘uilty of manslaughter. This convic- 
tion carries a penalty of one to ten 
vears in California. | 

“[ guess the jury did what they 
thought was right,”’ said Kelly. 

In a letter to a friend, revealed a 
few days later, he declared he wasn’t 
“voing to let it get the best of him 
and spoil his life.’’ He said he didn’t 
like the idea of going to prison but if 
he went he must. ‘“‘I did not do it,” 
he wrote. ‘I know it looks as though

“| will get it over with as easily and 
quickly as possible and start from 
scratch all over again and fight to 
make good.” 

Kelly testified early in July in be- 
half of Miss Mackaye when she was 
tried on a charge of compounding a 
felony, but she was convicted and 
sentenced to serve one to three years. 
Recently this conviction was upheld 
in a higher court. The charges against 
Dr. Sullivan were dropped 

Now Kelly is waiting to have his 
indeterminate sentence of one to ten 
vears fixed so that he can apply for 
parole under the California law.

THE SOUTH COMES BACK 
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cause of the development of the 
southbound river traffic from the 
newly opened lands of the west. In 
fact, by that time three of the four 
leading states in our export trade 
were in the south. New York was 
second to Louisiana, and South Caro- 
lina and Georgia followed closely 
thereafter. 

The war completely remade the in- 
ternational commerce of the world. 
Factors and influences were set in mo- 
tion which had never been contem- 
plated previously. This has been 
particularly true of the realignment of 
trade routes and of the stimulation ot 
new industries into activity. In no 
one part of the United States were 
these two elements more vigorously 
evident than in the south. 

Associated with this development 
there came a series of new industries 
throughout the south, utilizing on the 
one hand the raw materials just men- 
tioned and on the other drawing stim- 
ulus from the unprecedented demands 
from across the Atlantic. Among 
these was, of course, the great new 
iron and steel development of Ten- 
nessee and Alabama, which had open- 
ed before the war, but was given its 
greatest impetus during that crisis. 
Chemical plants also sprang up 
throughout this area, and the newly 
established textile industry shot up- 
ward with spectacular speed. 

Without too extensive a statistical 
detour, it may be noted that these new 
developments have crowded agricul- 
ture out of its once dominant position 
in the south, and as a result manufac- 
tures are now in first place, with an 
annual value of well in excess of 
$9,000,000,000 as compared with a 
gross value of $5,000,000,000 for 
agriculture and livestock products, not 
deducting crops fed to livestock. If 
we are to include mineral products on 
the non-agricultural side of the scale 
we add another $1,700,000,000. 

The value of manufactures of the 
United States increased from 1923 to 
1925 about $2,500,000,000, with a 
bonatide volume increase of at least 
equal proportions, since -there were 
no drastic price fluctuations during 
that period. The south contributed 
nearly 40 per cent of this expansion, 
Which was far more than its normal 
proportion on the basis either of popu- 
lation, area or capital resources. 


There are many significant features 
of this new industrial diversification. 
One of the most promising is the fact 
that it has been built-up ‘to no little 
extent through owner management— 
the executives in immediate charge of 
the plants are in large part the actual 
owners. In other words, the south ts 
much less burdened with the dead 
hand of absentee ownership than is 
the case with many older industrial 
sections of the country. This has 
made for an alert adjustability of pro- 
duction and marketing policies, which 
has been particularly important dur- 
ing the world-wide changes in inter- 
national commerce since 1914. The 
buying power of whole nations has 
been completely remade in_ those 
years. New demands have come into 
being and with them the means of 
gratifying them through the stimula- 
tion of new industries to meet war fe- 
quirements and to cope with enforced 
war-time isolation during the period 
of shortage of shipping. 

The young executives of the south- 
ern factories—and no observer can 
make.a tour of any considerable num- 
ber of factories below the Mason and 
Dixon line without being impressed 
with the energetic youthfulness of 
their managers and. directors—are 
constantly on the lookout for new 
openings and intimately in touch with 
changes in requirements and possibilt- 
ties for their products. 

The new textile industry of the 
south which marshals 1,000 mills, 
with half the total spindles of the 
country, -and includes $30,000,000 
worth of rayon plants is another ex- 
ample of the newer industrial and 
commercial spirit which has made the 
south a conspicuous element in in- 
ternational commerce. Here again 
the aggressive leadership of the inter- 
ested executives has had quite as much 
to do with the advancement of the in- 
dustry as the accessibility of raw ma- 
terial or the moderate wage and tax.

whose eyes are trained to recognize 
life only in conventional representa- 
tions. The fact that Luciont comes 


fresh to our American world without - 


prepossession may explain that quali- 
ty of truth in his work to which the 
museum mind would naturally be

Lucioni comes from a simple back- 
ground of nature and of man labor- 
ing with his hands. But one might 
have a fresh approach to art, even it 
one started from the more privileged 
end of society. In art, as Europe long 
ago learned, the peasant mind and 


*the aristocratic often meet in pertect 


harmony. Lovet-lLorski. represents 
this fresh approach toO-art from a so- 


cial background of traditional; culture 


and luxury. *. 

His sculpture may impress you as 
only one more example of the. dis- 
tortiom in modern art. His figures 
have extraordinarily beautifu' lines, to 
be sure, but they are not true to life, 
not photographic. Of course not. The 
human body give~ pleasure by its pro- 
portions, but it takes its significance 
in poses, not motion. It ts this pose 
of the body, a suggested movement 
or torsion which Lovet-Lorski uses 
to convey his meaning. Everything 
else is subsidiary. 

Boris Lovet-Lorski was born in 
1894 on the estate of his ances‘ ors 
near Petrograd, surrounded by a de- 
lightful environment and the advan- 
tages of wealth. He received a classi- 
cal education and at the Academy of 
Art in St. Petersburg he studied ar- 
chitecture until 1914, the fateful year. 
Art students were exempt from mill- 
tary service, but light-hearted Boris 


had his imagination kindled by the | 


sight of the beautiful Russian uni- 
forms. Knowing nothing of the hor- 
rors of wary he decided that he would 
make rathér a dash with the ladies 
if he enlisted, 


He therefore picked out the most. 


colorful and romantic looking cos- 
tume and joined up as an officer in 
the Grodna Huzzars. Twice wounded, 
he was sent to Odessa suffering from

Septic poisoning. He recovered as 
Kerensky came into power with the 
second revolution and was made aide- 
de-camp to the dictater. 

With the downtall of this govern- 
ment, Boris had had enough war. 
“Never again!” he said. He simply 
cast off his uniform and went hack to 
art school, unti) his dreams were cul 
short by the soviet authorities de- 
manding his red -ticket. 

With the help of a girl, he fled. 
They joined a company of strolling 
players as Pierrot and Pierrette, and 
Boris with his cello played his way 
over Poland and Germany to Ham- 
burg. - There he cabled his uncle in 
Bostoh to send him enough money to 
reach this; country. 

Though=he had suffered, it was 
only. physically; his emotions were 
not entangled.. At times he reaches 
the depths in his own soul, but he is 
never discouraved from the outside. 
The magic of: cheerfulnes. is in his 
work. 

If this cheerfulness had not been 
located deep in his character, Lovet- 
l.orski would have been discouraged 
with his first experiences in America. 
To support himself he tried teaching. 
Like other artists, he tried intermit- 
tent starvation and at last, with the 
aid of enthustastic friends, he gave an 
exhibition in the Reinhardt Galleries 
for which the public bestowed on him 
the warm welcome of no substantial 
patronage. In fact, after he paid the 
expenses of the exhibition he found 
to his dismay that he was broke. 

To recover from this disappoint- 
ment he engaged as a secretary to a 
business man and went with him to 
the tropics—Cuba. He came back 
alone and embarked for, Europe. Old 
country, old friends, French people 
and champagne did much to stimu- 
late ideas for his work. After com- 
ing up from the depths of despond- 
ency and working with his very soul, 
he exhibited at the salon. His luck 
had turned! - After all this personal 
drama of despair he was hailed as 
‘the aristocrat of sculptors!” An- 
other salon, more commissions from 
old French families. He was elected 
to life membership in the Salon 
d’Automne and the Salon des Tuil- 
leries. 

In 1921 he became a citizen of the 
United States. This winter he is ex- 
hibiting at the Arts Club of Chicago, 
and the Grand Central Galleries of 
New York city. 

With his expressive hands he ges- 


‘ticuJates as he explains that his lat- 


est aspirations have taken the forms 
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of unusual towers, memeara'’s tra 
Atla.tic flights, new skyscrapers—all 
in new materials. — 

Luciont and Lovet-Lorski' come 
from Europe. Some of us are accus- 
tomed to say tha: that is where all 
genius in art comes from—you can’t 
be an artist it you are born here. 
Others of us say that Europe is the 
place where gueei ideas in art are 
developed—the imolicetien being 
that. the American artist, if left to 
himself. would be quite sane. The 
fact is, however. that he world grows 
Old in all of its parts at once and 
it is just as hard for an American not 
to be up to date as for a European, 
provided heaven has blessed him with 
eyes that can see. 

James Chapin ‘is American’ born. 
His thirtv-eight vears hove beeh pass- 
ed in American scenes, but his strug- 
like’ those of anv boy born abroad, 
and the vision of beauty in the mod- 
ern world which has urgec him on 
IS In essence the same as Lucioni’s or 
Lovet-Lorski’s. 

He began to attract attention with 
his water colors... Extraordinarily bril- 
liant in coloring and pleasing in the 
grouping of the masses they still puz- 
zie the average person because they 
have no obvious des yr corresnond- 
ing to normal observation. The man 
In the street cannot tell what they 
are about. Of course he couldn’t tell. 
either, what music is about Or a sun- 
set, or anything else which is lovely 
r itself. 

In later yee-s Chapin has devoted 
himself to a singularly clear-cut por- 
trayal of human types. But essential- 
ly his method is the same. If you loak 
at his pictures for portrait values, you 


will be rewarded: but it you miss the 


total grouping of the figures and the 
other elements in the picture, you 
fail to catch his vision. Like Luctoni 
and Lovet-Lors ©. he is a poet from 
whom the true facts of life are only 
so many words to be combined for 
the express‘on of his dream. 

From his childhood this dream has 
survived, one would say, by a miracle. 
What little geniv parents noticed 
in him, they objected to. When James 
came home from school with the mar- 
veins of his books scrawled over, they 
recognized only untidiness. ‘‘Nice new 
books all marked up! What shall we 
do with James to cure this bad 
habit?’ His first attempts at express- 
ion were punishable. 

His father sold hats. A reliable, 
solid American business man, he had 
no practice in discerning what. goes 
on inside a head; in the hat business 
yon attend to the outside. 

When James had finished his pub- 
lic school education in West Orange, 
New Jersey, his familv wished on him 
a position in a Wall street office. 
There he workea for several years and 
saved up money for study in Belgium. 
Even into the turmoil of the greatest 
money market on earth had filtered 


tales of an art center where, it was 


said, they encouraged boys who want- 
ed to paint. At the Academy of Ant- 
werp, provided you have the ability 
to get in, there was no tuition.

among stocks and bonds, the romance 


of “his life was his frugal saving to 
give himself a chanee., 

At Antwerp he lived on two hun- 
dred dollars a vear, ‘appy till the 
war broke out and ruined, among 
other things, his f-*her’s hat business. 
James came home, took a job again, 
and supported his tamily till they 
were once more on their feet. The 
world of business he hated.worse than 
before, his dailv task had in it now 
the sting of disappointment, but he 
didn’t let his art suffer altogether. Oc- 
cupied all dav. he still painted at 
night. 

His work first came te the atten- 
tion of the public in a book he illus- 
trated for the poet, Robert Frost. 
Even before that, though he had 
gained no wide recognition, h’- friends 
saw the value of the contribution he 
had in him to make and they peddled 
his paintings from gallery to gallery 
hoping to arrange an exhibition for 
his work. They were always turned 
down until four years ago, when the 
New Gallery had the foresight to 
stage a one-man show~for a rising 
master in American art. 

Chapin is a tireless worker. He 
rises at seven and gets in an average 
of nine or ten hours a day. Even in 
New York, where most of us think 
it can’t be done, he lives on a thou- 
sand dollcrs a year, never more. Prob- 
ably no one, not even he, can get 
fat on his mode of life. He is tall and 
thin, has blue eyes and blonde hair, 
and social life disturbs him. His world 
is his studio, his work, the woods he 
loves to fish in, the country he roams 
over, the prize fights he likes to watch 
and paint. 

You can’t pet him, or make a lion 
of him. During his exhibition at the 
New Gallery two women who thought 
of buying a picture asked -him to take 
tea with them. They wanted to talk 
over the pictures before they made 
their choice. Chapin, who at times 
is hard to manage, turned down the 
invitation. ‘‘Sorry, but if they don’t 
like my work for the thing itself, I’d 
rather they didn’t buy anyway.” 

He gets on better with the natives 
in the country. Last year his por- 
trait of the ‘‘Old Farmhand” not only 
took the thousand dollar prize at the 
Art Institute of Chicago where it had 
been invited, but in the general worla 
of art it made a sensation. He was the 
first man to receive ‘hat prize who 
was not an academician. 

At the Art Institute of Chicago, be- 
Sides the portrait of the “Old Farm- 
hand,’* you can see also one of his 
splendid water colors, brillant and 
IMminous. The Phillip: Memorial Gal- 
lery at Washington has Chapin's por- 
trait.of his friend. Emmet Marvin. 
Since that first showing at the New 
Gallery he has become accustomed to 
exhibitions—the latest one has just 
closed at Rehn’s.: His remarkable tal- 
ent has found recognition, but most 
discerning critics believe his career has 
only begun.
